Lt will also live in poetry, like the Balaclava charge, for William Watson has made it the 
subject of some stirring lines, ** At the cannon in ambushmen our horsemen spurred, knights of 
liberty, glory’s sous, and slew the gunners beside their guns,’’ The Ninth Lancers had been cover- 
ing the retreat of the infantry when they were told by their colonel that eleven German guns, on 
the outskirts of a wood about a mile awity, must be taken, and the bugle sounded for the charge. 
The Lancers dashed forward amid a hail of she tpa ‘1 and rifle bullets, riding down the enemy's 
infantry. As they tpproached the gans, many of the gunners ran ito the woods, but those who 
remained were eut ti o pieces After putting the guns out of action, the Lancers rode back under a 
fierce five from othe: gans on their flank.
